Rain, which fell prior to the running of the 
first race, made the track sloppy, but a fair bot- 
tom remained. 

Scratches left only two-or- three-horse fields for 
the second and third races respectively. In the 
latter Emil llerz’s Daddy's Choice, after tieiug 
heavily backed, just got up in time after receiv- 
ing a rousing ride from L. Mink. The Herz stable 
scored a double, when Devil Fish took the fifth 
race, after leading throughout. Transit, hacked to 
odds-on, was third. l>evil Fish was hid up from 
$84)0 to $1,300 by It. F. McKeever, but was re- 
tained by his owner.

Three horses wore killed during a terrific thunder 
storm at the Empire City track today. They were 
Nancy Fair and Cockleshell. Ixdongiug to August 
Belmont, and Variety, owned hy James Butler. Tin* 
three were in adjoining stalls when a !x#lt struck 
the stable, shattering it almost to atoms. Nancy 
Fair and Cockleshell were killed instantly, while 
Variety was so badly injured that she had to he 
destroyed. It was two years ago during the Em- 
pire City racing season that Uoamer was knocked 
insensible by lightning, while a horse lielongiug 
to W. L. Oliver was killed. During the same storm 
Star Shooter was also knocked down. Today's 
was the most severe electrical storm that has 
visited this section of the country in a long time.

He was horn in Montreal in 1N6S 
and educated at Lynn school and at the Royal Mil- 
itary College, where training has stood him in good 
stead since he donned tin* king’s uniform. 

Alwavs taking an active interest in civic affairs, 
be was* treasurer and a life governor of the Mon- 
treal general hospital and the protestant hospital 
for the insane, an officer of the Montreal sailors’ 
institute and a director of the Montreal parks and 
pin ygrou nd a ssocia t ion . 

In the field of si>ort his horsemanship made him 
4 «i outstanding figure, being one of the oldest mem- 
Jliers of the Montreal Hunt Club and a former M. F. 
ill. He was vice-chairman and one of the first 
directors of the Montreal Jockey Club and for 
several years took a prominent interest in turf 
matters, but disposed of his stable about seven 
years ago. As a polo player he won his laurels 
for himself, having taken part in international 
^matches with the Montreal Polo Club and the Back 
dbtiver l'olo Club. 



NEW MOVES BY ASSOCIATED HORSEMEN. 

Women Owners and Breeders to be Admitted to 
Membership — Jockeys Also to Come In. 



Lexington, Ky., July 13. — The Kentucky Thor- 
oughbred Horse Association, it was made known to- 
day at a meeting of directors, now has 476 mem tiers 
whose residences are in all parts of the Fnited 
States. This is considered remarkable, in view of 
tin* fact that the organization is only three months 
old. 

Applications for nicmliershlp received from Mon- 
treal and Hamilton. Canada, were approved. 

The directors will meet with New York, Mary- 
land aid Canadian committees of the association 
at Saratoga on Friday, August 18, to discuss 
a nunilx*r of questions now interesting horsemen 
everywhere. Among these is the demand for uni- 
form rules governing selling races and the dispo 
sit ion of runup money. The directors expressed 
a desire to have at once the lx*iiofit of the views 
of all horsemen on this subject in writing. The 
impression that jockeys are not eligible to mcm- 
liership in this association was disclosed to he 
incorrect, when applications of twenty -five riders 
were accepted. 

The articles of incorporation only provide for 
meinliership of men. The directors voted to recom- 
mend the adoption of an amendment at the semi- 
annual meeting here September 9. which will take 
in women. It also will recommend that the word 
Kentucky lie dropped from the name and that it lx- 
known as the Thoroughbred Horse Association. 

A button is also to lx* adopted at the September 
meeting. Bradlej Wilson, an organizer for the as- 
sociation. was directed to go to Chicago to con- 
duct a memliership meeting at Hawthorne on the 
evening of Saturday. July 22. 

French Brooks, who for so many years broke 
and trained the racers bred and owned by Col. E. F. 
Clay and later by liis recently deceased sous. Eze- 
kiel and Woodford, is now employed hy T. C. Mc- 
Dowell and has just taken up ids sixteen thorough- 
bred yearlings to he broken at the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track. He has in his stable also three 
youngsters the property of Clay Brothers. 

Will Reed left here this morning for Louisville 
in charge of seven high-priced yearlings sold in 
May hy Messrs. Headley and Miller to A. K. Ma- 
eomlxT. which he will break at Churchill Downs. 
They are all by Fncle and are out of 1’lauutess. 
Schoolmistress, Star Dreamer, Princess Orna, Lydia 
II.. Genius and Xareo. Walter Jennings who is to 
train these youngsters after they are broken, has 
a scout or two here to report on the apiK*arance of 
the ycurliings to he sold next month at Saratoga. 
It is understood that lie will lx* in tin* market for 
several other likely prospects. Three two-year-olds 
turned out hy Jennings at the Beaumont Farm are 
Posey, Pleiades and Ready, all foaled in England. 

Robert Walden is here visiting the breeding farms 
and having a look at yearlings to lx* marketed. 

T. (’. McDowell left last night for Latonia. 
from where he will ship his horses to Saratoga. 
He will not return to Lexington until about Sep- 
temlx*r 1.

MUTUELS AND THE HALF MILE TRACKS. 

The mutucl betting machines are more popular, 
eveu on the half mile tracks, than the Ixxikmakers. 
This was most clearly shown Saturday when the 
iron men were beseiged by a big crowd at King 
Edward Park. The three machines in operation at 
the down-river track, taking only straight bets, 
handled a total of about $20, 0(H) while the ten 
books in operation handled, it is estimated, about 
$1 7.6(H) or $18,ooo. it was a striking demonstration 
of the comparative esteem in which the Montreal 
public holds the two methods. While the popularity 
of the machines was thus clearly shown, it does not 
follow that the death-knell of bookmaking was 
sounded, by any manner of means. A total handle 
hy tin* machines of only $20,000 means that the 
track’s percentage would not nearly equal the run- 
ning expenses of the day, even if ten per cent, of 
the total was taken off, as has been suggested for 
half mile tracks. There is also this angle to he 
considered, however: If mutuels were used exclu- 
sively. the volume of the play would undoubtedly 
increase, giving the tracks a chance to make their 
oxjxuises and earnings. The total of about $38,000 
handled by lx>th methods during the day would 
mean good business for the track only with a ten 
per cent, take-off. which, with **ilic breaks” would 
means at least 12 ix*r cent, each race. I'nless the 
volume of lx'tting increased, half mile tracks here- 
abouts can scarcely make money under the inutuel 
system with the five per cent, take-off which is 
tin* toll extracted by the larger tracks. Therefore 
the lx»oks an* likely to remain for some time yet.

HORSES DEPARTING FROM FORT ERIE. 



Fort Erie, Out., July 13. — It was shipping day 
at the Fort Erie track and big train loads of 
horses departed, the heavy consignments being 
those to Windsor, where Canadian circuit racing 
will lx* resumed Saturday with the running of 
the Frontier Handicap. 

Attention across the river will now he devoted 
to preparations for the second summer meeting, 
which will follow those at Windsor and Hamilton, 
opening August 5. for a seven-days meeting. At 
that time the Dominion Handicap, with $4<HH> 
added, for three -year -olds and over, one and one- 
quarter miles; the Iroquois Hotel Stakes, with 
$1,500 added, for two -year -olds at five and one- 
’half furlongs, and the Edward W. Maginn Memorial 
Handicap, with $1,500 added, for three-year-olds 
and over, one and one-sixteenth miles, will be con- 
tested. 

At Windsor a splendid meeting is anticipated. 
It is announced that there will l>e no lack of 
horses, despite the fact that the meeting will 
lx* paralleled by the Hawthorne racing in Clii- 
cago. Many horsemen have gone to Windsor from 
Latonia and some of Kentucky’s best will compete 
with the Canadian circuit stars in the $5,000 Fron- 
tier Handicap. 

Turf folk arc paying not a little attention to the 
coming Chicago meeting, for it is appreciated that 
in the event of a successful renewal of the sport, 
a new racing field of importance will be opened.

GOOD COLT WHIMSY BADLY HURT. 



New York. July 13. — Whimsy, the good three- 
year-old brown gelding by Burgomaster — Whimsical 
the most valuable raee horse in the Cleveland 
Stable, met with an accident at Mount Vernon yes 
tenia j - morning which may keep him out of train- 
ing for some weeks and may possibly put an end 
to his racing career. As the gelding was walking 
down the chute from the railway landing platform 
to the ground some trifling tiling frightened him 
and lie pulled back on the halter suddenly. One 
hind foot missed the chute and he fell heavily, 
landing on his hip. At first it was thought that 
the lame was broken, but in a short time he was 
able to limp along slowly and was walked to the 
race track. Dr. McCully was summoned, but he de- 
clined to give a positive opinion as to how serious 
the injury might prove. The hip was so badly 
swollen that an accurate diagnosis was out of the 
question. 

DEFINITE PLAN IN NEW YORK BREEDING. 

Avon. N. Y., July 13. — No section of the United 
States l as produced better horses, cattle, sheep and 
swine than the Genesee Valley, whose fertile pas- 
tures. with their abundant shade, make the rearing 
of livestock a profitable adjunct to farming. This 
region, however, is expected to take on an added 
glory because of the activities of M»*s. Herbert 
Wadsworth, of the Ashantee Stud and the Genesee 
Valley Farmers’ and Horse Breeders’ Association, 
for which she is the sponsor. 

It is a country of superlative beauty, and when 
nature laid down her task us finished, man in the 
person of the original Wadsworths, James and 



William, appeared upon the scene in 1790 and 
planned the development of the territory in a fash- 
ion that has kept sixty thousand acres, much of it 
virgin sod dotted with oak. black walnut and other 
trees of splendid size, in t lie hands of his descend- 
ants. Thousands of cattle fatten u|*on its rich 
pastures, and everywhere arc* the tidy homes of the 
tenant farmers, tin* best of their kind to lx* found 
in America. But it is the production of the high- 
class type of hunter that has made Avon. Mt. 
Morris and Geneseo household words wherever 
s|M>rtsnicn congregate. 

In tlie production of this horse the* Wadsworth 
family has long liecn prominent, and it was in the 
Genesee Valley that tin* Breeding Bureau of the 
Jockey Ulub lias hud its greatest success, chiefly 
through the* instrumentality of tin* mistress of 
Ashantee, who has been an inspiration to tin* farm- 
ers and horse breeders of Livingston county. Sin* 
lias ever l>ccn ready to stimulate interest in the in- 
dustry, not only by purchasing desirable animals, 
but through tin* offerings of special awards for lialf- 
breds suitable to liecmne hunters, at tin* Livingston 
Bounty Fair, of which she is tin* president. These 
prizes range in value from $30 to $200 for foals, 
yearlings, two-year-olds and three-year-olds, the 
get of the Breeding Bureau stallions at Ashantee. 
There are premiums for broodmares and awards for 
sin s of other types than thoroughbred, and no detail 
that g<x*s to make* for agrarian progress in the val- 
ley has escaped her attention. 

The latest plan for the development of tin* region 
came recently in tin* organization of tin* Horse 
Breeders* Association, in which she has tin* active 
assistance of N. G. Sliiveriek, formerly of the l nited 
State's cavalry service. When seen a few days ago, 
she was enthusiastic over the success of the* plan 
whieli e*alls for tin* distribution of mares of a type 
capable of producing hunters or animals fitted for 
cavalry or light artillery service. In this she sought 
tlie aid of tin* Jockey Club, and they have already 
sent her a score of good matrons. These. together 
with seveui dona teal by herself and three by frie*nds 
in various sections, form tin* nucleus «»f the enter- 
prise. This uuiulier will be* increased until every 
menibrr has one e»r more* of them in liis charge. _It 
is estimated that the* maximum will be* at least 230. 
Each member engage d to mate these mares with the 
Bre*e*ding Bure au stallions in tin* valle*y, and te> give 
tin* dam ami lu*r progeny pro|H*r care. When tin* 
animal is of marketable* age* the association eo- 
ojk* rates in the securing e*f a pure*hase*r either by 
private contract eir at autetion at stated periods. 

With such horse*s as Wonder Boy by imported 
WateTeTess, Merry Task by Octagon, Otis by Sain, 
Shotgun by Artilh*ry ami Arabo by Noniael. at the 
dis|tosnl eif tin* farine*rs. the thre*e* first uamcel at 
Ashante*e*. the plan shuttle! 1 m* a conspicuous success. 
Mrs. Wadsworth, who is president eif tin* associa- 
tion, inspects tin' mares regularly and sce»s that 
lniiie* are worke*el in a manner that would tend to 
impair the*ir usefulness as meitlu*rs. 

“We think the project a g<*od one,” said she dur- 
ing one* e»f these* tours with the writer, "lieeause it 
gives tin* farmer a chance* to prenlttee horses e»f 
eptality. The* breeeling <*f lu*avy weight hunters is 
<mr objective point, but as nature* gives only an av- 
erage eif success to any breeeling venture, those* 
animals whieli are teiei light to me*asure up tei this 
type* must pass mi as saddle or combination horses, 
eir better still, be turue*d over to the Uavalry Re- 
meiunt branch of the army service*. Ne*arly every 
hunt club in the ceiiuitry has some* eif our horses in 
their stables, anel in order te> encourage the* proeluc- 
t ie m eif tlie* Inst, we at Ashantee* have engagt*d tei 
pay from $300 up fen* a thre*e-year-eilel e>f top quality 
in the* rough. If the- government increases its max- 
imum from $173 feu* the? cavalry remount, the* fanner 
taking things by anel large will finel the* ente*rprise* 
profitable*. It is our aim to give tlie* Ge*ne*se*e* coun- 
try natieiu-wide elistinetiem in eiur specialty, anel 
we* luiJK* funnel the* farmers eif this community 
anxious .to learn something eif the science* of horse 
bre*eiling. 

“Tlie special prizes fe»r lialf-bre*ds at the lei<*:il 
fair, anel the* hig awarel by the* Jockey Ulub at the* 
State* Fair at Syracuse feir winm*rs at the*se* exhibi- 
tions e*ae*li year, has e*nge*ne|en*el the* strenig<*st seirt 
eif rivalry.” continued Mrs. Waelsweirth. ‘‘anel tlie*re* 
are* more* preunisiug ye*arlings ami weanlings in the* 
valley this spring than eve*r before. Some of the 
yeuing tilings give* promise eif developing iutei the 
type* we are* aiming tei presluce. ami we live* in the* 
Imp * that some* day the valley will Is* as fameius as 
Ireland feir the epiality of its heavyweight hunters. 
If we can put spce*d ami a flexible quality into the 
lie*avy horse eiur battle is won. Spe*eel. size; ami 
quality shall be* our watch -worels. ami we* now have 
a numbe*r eif heirses eif almost pure* blood meire* than 
six teen -one hands high, and weighing us much as 
1,260 |Miunds. 

“We* want tei make the* Genesee Valley the meoca 
for all leive*rs of g.ioel lsors«*s the country ove*r.” said 
Mrs. Wadsworth in conclusion, "and we* shall wel- 
conio all wlm come* in search eif them. If the work 
whieli is licing eleim* hen* should spread tei other 
e*onimuuitii*s. the* time may ceune when every stale* 
in the union will fe*e*l the np|M*n). As an element 
eif preparedness the* lmrse* is second tei nothing edse* 
we possess anel I am glael tei say that we have eiur 
eiwn troop M hen* in the valley, anel it is alsei a 
matter eif pride that last year at Fishkill l’luins it 
was pre>notiue*cel the* be*st horse*el of the entire camp.

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EPSOM DERBYS OF A HUNDRED YEARS. 

Incidents Attending the Running of the Most 
Famous Race of tlic World. 

(Twelfth Article.) 

D**rl»y history was made at a rapid rate in the 
final decade of last century, and following Lord 
Rosebory’s “double** with Ladas and Sir Yisto 
came the cvcr-to-ltc-rcinemhcrcd triumph of the 
late king then prince of Wales, in 1MMJ. His 
royal highness had liecn actively interested in the 
s|K»rt for a good many years ere victory in the 
greatest race in the world was achieved. His 

colors wen* first registered in l.N7o. hut it was not 
until Hu* eighties that the prince entered seriously 
into the sport. 

The foundation of success was laid with the es- 
tablishment of the Sandringham Stud, one of the 
first marcs to Ik* acquired for this being a daughter 
of Hampton named IVrdita II. This mare had been 
a fairly useful performer on the turf, but it was 
at the stud that she gained undying fame. Her 
first foal was Derelict, which ran third in Comedy's 
Cambridgeshire; then came Itarrncoiittn. a good 
winner as a two-year-old. Subsequently IVrdita 
II. was put to St. Simon, and the result was Flori- 
zel II.. winner of the Mniich<*stcr ( up and other 
races to the value of nearly $40,000. 

Two years later the same alliance produced the 
colt which was destined to create such tremendous 
scenes of enthusiasm at Lpsom. This colt, which 
was. of course, none other than Persimmon had 
satisfied his trainer that lie was a good one prior 
to his first public appearance in t| M » (’oven try 
Stakes at Ascot, and it was not surprising that he 
should start favorite. Mon*over. he justified him- 
self by winning in the easiest fashion from Sir F. 
Johnston’s filly M« li Mclo. He also won the Rieli- 
in ond Stakes at Goodwood, but in the autumn he 
met with his first reverse, in tin* Middle Park 
Plate, in which In* could only finish third to St. 
Frusquin and Otnladina. This was liis final outing 
of his first season. 

When the classics of 1 Stiff came up for decision 
in the winter uud early spring, it was inevitable 
that the names of Persimmon and St. Frusquin 
should !>o frequently mentioned. The former was 
being held in reserve for the Derby, but St. Frus- 
qu in had easily won Imth the Column Produce 
Stakes and the Two Thousand prior to the Kpsoni 
week, and as the performances of Mr. Rothschild’s 
colt which was, like Persimmon, a son of St. 
Simon — would lM*ar the closest scrutiny, it was gen- 
erally considered that the Derby would go to the 
bearer of the blue and yellow livery, and St. Frus- 
quin eventually develop'd into an odds-on favorite, 
with the Prince’s representative second in demand 
at 5 to 1 against. 

If there was no real confidence, so far as the 
great majority were concerned, in the ability of 
Persimmon to defeat his Middle Park Plate con- 
queror, there were at all events distinct Iiojm s, and 
a great contest was contemplated. There were 
eleven runners, but, as indicated, the event was re- 
garded as in the nature of a match. In the early 
stages of the race the favorites were among the 
rear division. Gnlistaii. which was making the run- 
ning for his stable- <*om pa in ion, St. Frusquin. took 
the lead before long, while Tow Loutcs sent the 
favorite up with the front-rankers when tin* top of 
the hill hail l*cen reached. At the same time, Per- 
simmon was kept well within striking distance. 

When the straight Mas entered Ray Ronald and 
St. Frusquin wen* together, with Persimmon not 
far off. By and bye the pace begun to tell on Bay 
Ronald, and a quarter of a mile from home St. 
Frusquin Mas leading, with Persimmon in hot pur- 
suit. The latter shortly afterwards closed on the 
favorite, and when it became apparent that a 
Royal victory was after all anything but improb- 
able the excitement grew. St. Frusquin was still 
going M'ell. but Persimmon Mas obviously gaining 
on his great rival. When less than a bund ml 
yards remained to be covered the favorite had 
been passed. True, there was not much in it; 
but Persimmon mjis in front, and. what was more 
to the iH»int, was maintaining his position. The 
winning-post Mas eventually reached, and the 
numlHT of Persimmon was hoisted as the winner, 
St. Frusquin lH*ing beaten a neck. 

If there had ever been any doubt as to the 
loyalty of sportsmen — which, however, has never 
been questioned— the scene which followed Mould 
have settled the question. The Prince of Wales 
had won the Derby, and Minners and losers, peers 
and commoners, rejoiced in that circumstance, and 
gave utterance to their joy in a typical Rritish 
manner. The Prince’s personal friends were able 
to offer their congratulations in person; the gen- 
eral public cheered themselves hoarse. It Mas a 
proud moment for the future King, who was the 



recipient of a further demonstration xvlicn he left 
tin* stand to lead back the winner. Truly it was a 
great day. 

A month or so later St. Frusquin avenged his 
Kpsoni defeat in the Princess of Wales’ Stakes 
at Newmarket, in which he beat the Derby winner 
by a half length. St. Frusquin also won the Kclipsc 
Stakes, hut failed to stand a preparation for the 
St. Leger. The path of Persimmon lieing thus 
cleared, a victory at Doncaster followed practically 
as a matter of course, Labrador finishing second 
and Kampion third. Later he won the Jockey 
(’luh Stakes, and then in the summer following 
set the seal on his fame by easily winning the 
(odd (’up at Ascot from Wiukficld’s Pride, Love 
Wisely and Limaaol.

FEW FILLIES IN THE EPSOM DERBY. 

Now that Fifiucllu has followed in the footsteps 
of Signorinett i and Tagalie by w inning the Derby 
tills being the third success on the part of a filly 
in the brief space of nine years — it may In* expected 
that in the next few years more owners of mares 
will try conclusions in the “Rlne Ribbon.’’ instead 
of holding them in reserve for the Oaks. When the 
two races were started the Oaks, which is a year 
the senior, was generally regarded as being quite as 
iiuiMirtant as the Derby, and it was only occasionnllv 
that owners gave battle to the eolts. In the early 
days of tin* two Kpsoin classics, moreover, there 
was no interval, as is nowadays the ease, of a 
clear day between them, the first Derby (that won 
b.v Diomcd) falling on a Thursday, and that year’s 
Oaks (won by T«*c(otum| on the following afternoon. 
The fact remains that during the first fifty years 
of the Derby no more than sixteen fillies took* part 
in it. Kven so. one of those. Sir ('. Ruuburv’s 
Khanor, distinguished herself by carrying off 1 m. th 
Derby anil Oaks in 1.N01 —a feat since then accom- 
plished only by such other fillies J1S Blink Bonny. 
Signorinetta and Fifincll.t. In Eleanor’s year, for 
the first time in the history of the Derby, there 
wen* two fillies in the field, the other being the 
Duke of Grafton’s Remnant, which finished third in 
a field of eleven. In INK) the Duke of Grafton I 
ran two tor the Derby, l*»th fancied, for his colt * 
WhalelMUie, which won. was favorite at 2 to 1, and 
his filly. Pledge, a good second favorite at 3 to 1. ( 
Pledge, although unplaced to her stable companion, • 
afterwards became the dam of the Derby winner, t 
Teresias. She was one of the numerous successful 
broodmares produced by the famous Prunella, the 
founder of one of the most notable branches of the 1 
No. 1 family. 

Furiosity to find out the total number of fillies 
that have run for the Derby has caused me to 
delve iu the records since the first fifty years 

of the race.. From 1S3(I to the present year (in- 
clusive) the total number of fillies that have taken 
part in the big event is forty, making a grand 
total of only fifty-six fillies iu an aggregate of 
137 races. In addition to tie* four winners of the 
double of the Derby and Oaks two others won 
the Derby in Shotover and Tagalie. For six 
fillies oul of fifty-six to win the Rlue Ribbon is 
truly an excellent proisirtiou, the more particularly 
as in at least three of the Dcrbys the fair sex 
was trebly represented. On two occasions fillies 
were second for the Rlue Ribbon, Deception in 

1*3!» running up to Rlooinsbury and La Fleehe 
doing ditto in 1S‘J2 to Sir Hugo. They both 

afterwards won the Oaks. Yet another filly, 

Queen Adelaide, finished third to the dead -heaters, 
her stable companion. Harvester, and St. Gatien, 
while Sceptre was fourth. A famous mare which 
was unplaced in 1N(>5 was Zephyr, which made 
amends at the stud by becoming the dam of the 
I>crby winner. Favonius. The year the last-named 
carried off the Rlue Ribbon was indeed a mar- 
vellously fortunate one for Raron Rothschild, for 
he likewise won the One Thousand, the Oaks, and 
the St. IiCger with Hannah and the Coronation 
Stakes and Osarewitcli with Corisande. — “Vigilant” 
in London Sportsman. 

BIG PRICES FOR AUSTRIAN YEARLINGS. 

From Deutselier SjM>rt I gather that the recent 
sale of yearlings bred hi Hungary at the Napajedl 
Stud was extraordinarily successful, twenty -seven 
youngsters lieing sold for 12.9S3 sovereigns, an 
average of nearly 4S1 sovereigns per head. Need- 
less to say the sale was held prior to the over- 
whelming successes of the Russians in the Ruko- 
vina, it having taken place on June 14. It is 
interesting to note that the two highest-priced 
yearlings were eolts by Woolwinder, Raron A. do 
Rothschild giving 1,141 sovereigns for a colt by 
Woolwinder out of Doute. and Herr N. von Szemere 
85S sovereigns for a coit by the same sire out of 
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Kalina. Other youngsters by Woolwinder also 
sold well, four more of them realizing over ."(Ml 
sovereigns apiece. A filly by Worn Intel I fetched 7."iS 
sovereigns, and youngsters by The Story and St. 
Amnnt were sold for about a “monkey” each. 
When one compares the price* realized at this sale 
with those obtained last year in the First July 
week at Xexvmarket. one cannot avoid the reflec- 
tion that the slump in values in this country is 
due to the Mliolesale cancellation of race meetings 
last year at the instance of the iiourd of trade. 
The figures speak for themselves, for at the First 
July Sales 133 yearlings fetched 12.310 guineas, 
an average of only 07 pounds. 2 shillings, 6 pence 
per head, us against an average of 4S1 sovereigns 
per head for the twenty-seven Hungarian -bred 
yearlings sold ut Napajedl. Duly yesterday I 



pointed out that in France the position of breeders 
of thoroughbreds for sale is still Morse than 
it is here, and simply owing to the enormous 
depreciation in values caused by the complete stop- 
page of racing. In England, however, the general 
lHisition is altogether different to that iu France, a 
great part of whose soil is still in the possession of 
the German armies of invasion. In the circum- 
stances one can readily understand why there is 
no racing across the channel. England, however, 
is entirely free from the f<s>t of the invader, ami 
in the interest of our great horse breeding industry 
in which millions of capital have been sunk anil 
to which we are indebted for a great part of our 
army horse supply, a continuance of racing on an 
extended scale to that of the last year or so is 
imperative.— “Vigilant* * iu Loudou Sportsman. 
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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



London dispatch of yesterday afternoon says: 
Fighting continues at various points along the 
battle front in the region of the River Somme, in 
France, but there lias been no change in the situa- 
tion on any part of the Rritisli line, says an official 
statement issued by the ltritish war department 
this afternoon. Attempts of the Germans to raid 
trenches west of W.vschaete and south of La Bassee 
canal were frustrated. Despite unfavorable weath- 
er, aeroplanes on both sides were very active. Sev- 
eral hostile aviators were driven off. A British 
machine failed to return after one of these oom- 
bats. There was no infantry fighting of importance 
last night on the Verdun front or over the portion 
of the Somme front held by the French, today's 
official rejMirt says. In the vicinity of Souville. 
t'henois and La Lauffee. liefore Verdun, a heavy 
iMiiiihardincnt was maintained by the Germans. In 
the Champagne the French penetrated a salient of 
the German front and took prisoners. Two German 
raids in the Argonne were stopjied by the French 
fire. The violence of yesterday’s attacks fur- 
nishes unmistakable evidence that Germany is de- 
termined to continue the attack on Verdun regard- 
less of her critical position on other fronts. French 
military critics agreed on this point today after 
studying the reports from headquarters. The second 
phase of the British offensive is approaching a 
crisis in the battle northeast of Albert, where 
British troops are striving to advance two miles 
eastward to the heights of Martinpuch. The Ger- 
mans have thrown two whole army corps in action 
on Imtli sides of the Alliert-Rnpnume road to de- 
fend the approaches to Ba pa time. They are making 
the most savage counter attacks, particularly 
southeast of ('outalmaison, where a German suc- 
cess would hold up tiie whole British advance. 
German correspondents, admitting the great power 
of the Britisli offensive, claim that the attacking 
forces have suffered heavy losses comparable only 
to the casualties at Verdun. British correspondents 
report that the English losses have been severe only 
in the death grapples for possession of villages, 
where German machine guns have played on tin* 
British lines. No t'anadian or Australian troops 
have taken part in the Somme offensive thus far. 
but tiie Newfoundland troops have distinguished 
themselves, according to reports from British head- 
quarters. 

Fourteen of the seventeen defendants in the labor 
conspiracy cases were found guilty by a jury in the 
court of Judge Kickliam Scanlan, six of them being 
sentenced to serve terms in the penitentiary ranging 
from one to three years. The remaining eight de- 
fendants found guilty were sentenced to pay fines 
ranging from $.100 to $2,000. Three of the men 
were acquitted by tin* jury after it had remained in 
constant session fourteen hours.

From Washington yesterday a dispatch said: 
General Pershing reported today that it was gen- 
erally lielieved Imtli by Mexicans and foreigners 
along the line of communication of his expedition 
that a crisis lietween tin* United States and 
Mexico has lieen averted and that this had brought 
•ilxiiit a new friendly relationship lietween tin* 
Americans and Mexicans. “Mexicans in this vi- 
cinity and along the railroad,” the dispatch said, 
“are reported friendly toward Americans in the 
last few da vs. It is generally believed that 
trouble lietween the United States and Mexico has 
lieen settled. The rainy season is on in earnest, 
heavy rains lieing rejiortcd from tin* various sta- 
tions’ along tiie line during the last few days. 
Will rejmrt within a day or two effect of rains 
upon roads and general prospects regarding road 
maintenance.” t’ustoms collectors along the liorder 
have lieen instructed u|h»ii request of the State 
Department to iiermit railroad rolling stock to 
enter Mexico bv equitable exchange of cars. For 
every car iiermitted to enter Mexico, the order 
stipulates, a car from Mexico shall enter American 
territory. The collectors also are instructed not 
to interfere further with shipments of food and 
clothing into Mexico. It is understood, however, 
that the present method of handling war muni- 
tions destined to points lieyond the border shall 
continue in force until further notice. 



Says a dispatch of yesterday from Berlin: Ger- 

man troops under command of General Count von 
Bothmer by an encircling counter attack have 
driven back the Russian forces which had pushed 
forward in the region northwest of Buczacz, in Ga- 
licia, says the German official statement issued to- 
day. The Germans took 4041 prisoners. British 
troops succeeded in establishing themselves in the 
village of Contalinaison, it was officially announced 
here today. South of the Somme several French 
attacks on both sides of the village of Barleux 
and west of Estrees were unsuccessful. East of 
the Meuse German infantry was busy consolidating 
the positions captured from the French on the 
northeastern front of Verdun on Tuesday. The 
Germans captured fifty -six French officers and 
2,349 men, 

Chicago has a population of 2.7.70,000 if an esti- 
mate based on the school census, which lias just 
lieen taken is accurate. According to the census, 
taken on March 27 last, the total minor popula- 
tion of the city is 990,079. This is an increase of 
41.040 since the census of 1914. Using a popula- 
tion multiple which proved to lie close to the actual 
federal enumeration in 1910. W. L. Bodinc, di- 
rector of the census, fixes the total population of 
the city at the figures given above. The school 
census of 1914. when the enumeration included all 
ages, showed the population of the city to Is* 2.- 
437,720. The figures this year indicate a total in- 
crease of 112,474 over two years ago. 

Two new eases of infantile paralysis were dis- 
covered in Chicago yesterday, one in North Sawyer 
avenue and the other in Diversey boulevard. The 
cases are both boys — cousins. One is eleven years 
old and the other is three. One case which lias 
lieen under treatment in the County Hospital for 
several days was discharged yesterday as cured. 
The two new cases make a total number of eight 
in tin* city, according to Dr. Gottfried Koehler, as- 
sistant health commissioner. Dr. Koehler wrote 
a letter to Chief Healey yesterday urging enforce- 
ment of the anti-spitting ordinances as a means of 
preventing the spread of the disease. Ten arrests 
were made Thursday by the police of the East 
Chicago Avenue station for violations of the or- 
dinance. 

Lester Stillwell, twelve years old, was killed by 
a man-eating shark when bathing in an arm of 
Raritan Bajr near Mata wan. New Jersey, Wednes- 
day afternoon. Stanley Fisher, twenty- four years 
old, who went to his aid. was injured so badly in a 
struggle with the sea monster that he died when 
being taken to a Long Branch hospital. Joseph 
Dunn, twelve years old, bathing some distance 
away in the same inlet, was attacked by a shark 
and one of his legs was so lacerated it probably 
will have to lie amputated. This is the third time 
within two weeks that sharks have claimed the 
lives of bathers along the New Jersey coast. 

John II. Clark, United States district judge at 
Cleveland. Ohio, was understood yesterday to lie the 
probable choice of President Wilson for the seat on 
the Supreme Court made vacant by the resignation 
of former Justice Hughes. White House officials 
said Judge Clarke was lieing carefully considered. 
Another name on the list is that of Judge Victor K. , 
Dowling, of the New York Supreme Court, and it j 
was learned that he stands next to Judge Clarke. 
In addition Judge J. T. Jcnks, of the New York 
Supreme Court, and Morgan J. O’Brien, of New 
York, are said to In* under consideration. 

A monster shark, whose stomach contained part 
of a human IhmI.v was killed at Keyport. N. J., yes- 
terday. according to information received at the 
weather bureau in New York from the observer at 
Long Branch. N. J. The shark, weighing 300 pounds 
and eleven feet long, was killed near the mouth of 
Matawau creek. New Jersey, and is undoubtedly the 
same fish which yesterday invaded the creek and 
killed two persons, the weather bureau’s informant 
reported. 

The steamship Ramos, with a crow of twenty- 
three men, carrying coal from Philadelphia to 
Cartagena, has apparently disappeared and it is 
feared she is lost. A wireless message was re- 
ceived at Miami, Fla., front the Ramos declaring 
her engines were disabled and that she was sink- 
ing. She gave position 310 miles northwest of 
Watlings Island. The steamer Van Hogedorp 
picked up the message, but when she arrived at 
spot named found no trace of the Ramos. 

The Bremen, the second German submarine to 
start for America, will enter New York liarltor 
July 29 and dock at the North German Lloyd piers 
in iloliokcii, it was reported in shipping circles yes- 
terday afternoon. The Bremen is said to lie larger 
than the Deutschland and is carrying a more valu- 
able cargo. She will lie followed by a third sub- 
marine named the Atnerika. 

Mrs. Annie Besant, one of the lenders of the 
movement for home rule for India, has lieen pro- 
hibited, under the defense of India act, from 
entering the Bombay presidency, says a Bombay 
dispatch.

NOVELTIES IN AUSTRALIAN RACING. 



Andrew Roliertson, a prominent horseman from 
Australia, arrived here yesterday en route fur New 
York, where he will take a steamer on July 17 
for England to export a number of thoroughbred 
horses. For the past fourteen years Robertson has 
lieen making from one to two trips annually to 
this country and England for the purpose of se- 
curing horses for Australia. Only last January 
lie passed through San Francisco. 

Roliertson declares that racing in his native land 
was never more pros|ierous and arousing greater 
interest than at the present time. During the ban- 
ner Easter meeting at Sydney there was an av- 
erage attendance of 40.000 for each of the four 
days. The war has not seemingly affected the s|mrt 
in the least. The race tracks are doing their share 
toward assisting Great Britain. A tax of one cent 
is plated on every ticket issued on a wager, and 
in this way thousands of dollars are realized. 

The visitor is interested in the Allendale Stock 
Farm, near Mcllxiurne, and lias spent years in 
breeding, lioth with the trotters as well as the 
runners. He has also followed the sport closely in 
America and England, and gives some interesting 
information on the innovations that have added to 
tin* popularity anil improvement of racing in Aus- 
tralia. 

Starting and timing races, two things that have 
caused no end of controversy and trouble in this 
country, have been worked out successfully in the 
antipodes, says Robertson, until the public lias no 
complaint to register. Australia tracks have the 
starting gate, the same as in this country, but the 
harrier is stretched rigid across the starting point 
instead of twelve to fifteen yards back, as is our 
practice. Horses are schooled to standing starts. 
No assistants with bull whips to frighten and abuse 
the horses are permitted. 

The biggest improvement, however, is the timing. 
A large clock, with a dial tlin*e feet across and six 
feet high, is on the judges’ stand, in full view of 
the spectators. On the same motion that the start- 
er releases the harrier, the clock is automatically 
started. When the horses finish there is a man 
stationed to stop the clock. In this manner then* 
is no chance of missing the time. The horses start 
from the barrier and the spectators can see the 
hands moving. 

In this country the race-goers rely on the times 
with a stop watch, catching the horses in their fly- 
ing start as they dash from the barrier past the 
starting point, and there is a possible chance of 
the eye making a mistake. Furthermore, there have 
been charges of juggling with times, and form fol- 
lowers have lieen placed at sea. The system is 
used for the runners uuU trotters. — Son Francisco 
Cbrouicle of July 7.
